Wiſdom. Antl they hawe a good Under- 
ſtanding that Do thereafter. | 
This fear of God doth not only ContraGt, 
but Di1late the Heart too, laying Reſtraints 
indeed upon the Conſcience from Sin, but 
withal InJarging the powers of the Soul ro 
all kind of Duty: for tis an Ingenuous 
Filial Fear, that has a very quick ſenſe and 
render Apprehenfion of God's Diſpleaſure, 
and makes her wary of oftendirig him, 
eitherin Doing any thing that ſhould not 
be done, or Omitting ought that ſhould. 
"Tis not a Fear then, char ariſcth from the . 
Weaknels and Imbecillity of Female Con- 
ſtitution,. which renders them more apt to 
Devotion ; but 18 very well contiſtent with 
that Valour and Courage, which the 70, and 
D 2 other 
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other Interpreters make the great Ingredi- 
ent of the Character, Imboldning us and 
putting us on to Do or Suffer any thing 
for God s ſake. And we may conſider it 
Two Ways. 1. In the Root and Prin- 
ciple. 2. Inthe Branches and ProduGlions. 


In the Principle, 'tis a Rewerential Fear, 
which compoſes the Inner man to becom- 
ing Thoughts and awful Apprehenfions of 
God, and obliges the Heare cloſe to him 
with Silken Cords, and binds up all the 
AﬀeSions, that they may not run looſe 
after Vanities, but fixes them upon Hea- 
venly things, and ſuits all the Paſſzons of 
Humane Nature inafit and conſtant Corre- 
ſpondence to the Attributes of the Divine ; 
ſo as to Lowe him for his Goodneſs, Admire 
him for his Wiſdom, Dread him in his Power, 
ſtand in Aw of his Jſtice, take Delight in 
the remembrance of his Mercies, and at 
laſt to be ſwallowed up into Him in the 
Contemplation of his Infeniteneſs , in all 
Theſe.

In its Operations, that 1s, in all the AGt- 
ons of Lite; for, like the Warp, it runs 
through the whole Web of all Her Duties;

that her Looks, her Speech, her very Ge- 
ſture and Carriage, prove innocent Expreſ- 
fions of honeſt Meanings, and a Vertuous 
Mind; and all the Phenomena and out- 
ward Appearances of Her in her Conver- .

Men ; when, which is the Vertuous Wo- 
man's Practice, what with Church and Clo. + 


ſet on the one ſide, to which ſhe alway pays 
| a 
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a regular Attendance; and her. Family on 
the other, which ihe 1s always, what with 
Inſtru&ion, what with Exawple, looking | 
after, She is continually Imploy'd, and di- 
vides her Time betwixt the Offices of a 
Chearful Devotion and the Duties of an In- 
dearing Converſe. 

Now certainly if there be ſuch a Reward 
as Praiſe appointed for the Pious, it Ho- 
our hath its Temple adjoyn'd to that of 
Vertue ; then this Pijous Vertuons Woman, 
here mention'd, muſt be reckon the ruly 
Hononrable Woman, and will deferve to 
have her Grave ſtrow d with Roſes and Vio- | 
lets, and her Memory crown'd with Flow- | 
ry Chaplets and Myrtle Wreaths of fra- I! 
grant and laſting Praiſes. 

That's the Next thing we have to do ; 
She ſhall be Praiſed. 


| It 15a Moroſe Humonr in ſome, even Mi- 
niſters ; that they will not givea due Com- 
mendation to the Deceaſed: whereby they 


not only offer a ſeeming Unkindneſs to the 
Dead, 
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Dead, but do areal Injury tb the Living, 


by diſcouraging Vertue, and depriving ns 
of the great Inſtruments of Picty, good Ex- 
amples ; which uſually are far more effeQual 
Methods of InſtruGion, then any Precepts; 
Theſe commonly urging only the Neceflity 
of thoſe Daties, which the Other ſhew the 
Poſlibility and Manner of Performing. Burt 
then 'tis a moſt Unchriſtian and Uncharita- 
ble Miſtake in thoſe, that think it unlawful 


to Commemoratethe Dead, and to Celebrate | 


their Memories : whereas there 1s no one 
thing does ſo much uphold and keep up 
the Honour and Intereſt of Religion a- 
mongſt the Multicude, as the due Obſer- 


'vance of thoſe Anniverſaries, which the 


Church has, upon this Account, ſcatter'd 
throughout the whole courſe of the Year, 
would do: and indeed to onr Neglect of 
this ina great Part th& preſent Decay of Re- 
ligion may rationally be Imputed. Thus 
in this Age of our's what Pliny ſaith of His, 
Poſtquam deſuimus facere landanda, Landari 
quog Ayu putamus. Since People have 
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left off doing things that are Praiſe-wor- 
thy, they look upon Praiſe it ſelf as a ſilly 
. thing. And pollibly the Generality of 
Hearers themſelves are not free trom this 
Fault ; who peradventure may Fancy their 
Own Life Upbraided, when they hear A- 
nothers Commended. But that the ſ:rvants 
of God, which depart this life in his Faith 
and Fear, may and muſt be Praiſed, I 
ſhall endeayour to make good upon theſe 
three Grounds. | 

I. In common Juſtice to the Deceas'd 
themſelves. Ordinary Civility teaches us to 
ſpeak well of the Dead. Nec quicquam San- 
Gins ' habet Rewerentia Superſiitum, quan 
ut Amiſios Venerabiliter Recordetur ;, ſays 
Anuſonius, and makes this the ground of the 
Parentalia, which had been ever fince N#- 
ma's time. Praiſe, however it may become 
the Living, is a juſt Debt to the deſerts of 
the Dead, who are now got clear out of 
the reach of Envy 3 which, if it have any 
thing of the Generous in it, will ſcorn, 
Vultur-like co prey upon Carcaſs. Be-

[1d:s, Chriſtianity lays a greater Obligation 
upon us; The Communion of Saints 1s a Tenet 
ot our Faith. Now as we ought not to Pray 
To them or For them, ſo we may and muſt 
Praiſe them. This is the leaſt we can do in 
Rerurn for thoſe great Offices they did the 
Church Militant, while they were with Us, 
and now do, they are with God : nor have 
we any other probable way of Communica- 
ting with them. The Phzloſopber in his Mo- 
rals makes it a Queſtion, whether the Dead 
are any way Concern'd in what befals Them 
or their Poſterity after their Deceaſle ; and 
whether thoſe Honours and Reproaches, 
which Survivers caſt upon them, reach them 
orno? and He concludes it after a long de- 
bate in the Affirmative : not ſo, he ſays, as 
to alter their State, but ovuldaneaal 74 to COn- 
tribute to 1t. Tully, though not abſolutely 

erſwaded of an Immortal Soni, as ſpeaking 
doubtfully and variouſly of it, yet is conſtant 
to this, that He takes a good Name and a 
Reputation, we leave behind us, to be a 
kind of Immortality. But there is more in 
E it 
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it then ſo : Our Remembrance of the Saints * 
may be a Means ro Improve their Bliſs, and 
Heighten their Rewards to all Ecernity. A- 
braham, the Father of the Faithtul, hath his 
Boſlom thus daily Tolarg'd for New Comers. 
Whether thu Heirs of the Kingdom are at 
rheir firſt Admillion Inſtatcd 1 hs a full Poſ- 
{clion of all their Glory, and kept to that 
Stint ; I chink may be a Doubt. For if the 
Faculty bc perfeted by the Obje&, about 
which 'tis Converſant; then the Faculties of 
thole Bleſſed Ones being continually Im- 
ploy'd upon an Infinite Object, muſt needs 
be Infinicely Perficible, and Capable ſtill of 
being more'and more Inlarg'd, and conſe- 
quently of receiving ſtill new and further 
Additions of Glory. Nor only ſo (This is 
in Heaven : ) but even the Influence of that 
Example, they leave behind them on Earth, 
drawing ſtill more and more Souls after 
them to God, will alſo add to. thoſe Im- 
provements to the End of the World, and 
bring in a Revenue of Acceſſory Toys. And 
would it not be Unjuſt in us then to deny 
: ' them 
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chem thoſc Glorious Advantages, which our 
Commemoration and Imitation may and ought 
to give them ?

Laſtly, For the Benefit of the Living ; and 
that two Ways: for their InftraGion, 
and for their Comfort. 

For the Inſtruction of all that are to come 
After, *tis fit the lives of thoſe that have gone 
Before ſhould be Remembred.' Tis not enough 
to have a Map of the Country we are Tra- 


 velling to,unle(s we have experienc'd Guids, 


whoſe CondudGt and Direions we may (afe- 
ly follow. Our way to Heaven does not 
lye ſo ready and plain, that we cannot Miſs 
itz and here tis dangerous to truſt to our 
own Judgment, and (which was one kind of 
ancient Snperſtition) to reſolve our ſelves as 
our Staff falls : but our ſureſt Courſe will 
be, to obſerve the Track of others Foot- 
ſteps, and walk in their Faith, and go on in 
the beaten Road of H oly Examples, for fear 
of being either led aſide into the untrodden 
By-paths of Schiſmr and Separation, or carri- 
ed along in the broad High-way of Pro- 
phaneneſs with the miſtaking Maltitude.

Example 
oives life toa Rule, makes it Intelligible and 
Practicable. God's bar: Commanding us ro 
do any thing 1s a {ſufficient Obligation to O- 
bedience 3 but when by Others he ſhews us 
How 'tis to be done, this as 1t renders it 
more E3fie to Obey, ſo it puts our Difobe- 
dience paſt al] Excule. 

For the Comfort of Surwivers that ſtay be- 
hind, the Vertues and Praiſes of their Deceaſ- 
ed friends are to be Reconnted that they may 
not Mourn and hang down .the Head with 
Dcſpondence, as having no Hope. It was 
the Cuſtom of ſome Barbarous Nations up- 
on the very contideration of the Troubles of 
this Life, from which Death ſets us Free, to 
attend their Nead with ſolemn Shouts and 
Expreſſion: of Joy : but We, who have bet- 
ter Aiſutznces, when any of our Relations 


are deliv-ored from the Sins and Miſerics ot a

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Wicked Tad Wretched World, have much 


greater reaſon to Reoyce 1 in their behalf, if 


by the Teſtimony of a good Life they: have 
confirm'd thoſe blefied ExpeQarions, Upon 
which the Hinge of all Religion turns. For 
in that we Grieve, 'tis for our O-vn fakes, 


not for Theirs. Tis Our loſs, ws Lament. 


They are infinitely Advantaged by the 
Change. Why then ſhould we repine at heir 
Advancement, wiſh them back to rheir Hurt, 
and be diſcontented for the want of their 
Company, who, as St. Paul lays in another 
cale, are therefore Departed for a ſeaſon, that 
we may Receive them for ever, it We by fol- 
lowing their good Example be found wor- 
thy ro be Admitted ro Them. If it bea 
Kindneſs to. Them, that our Hearts are 
rouch'd with, we ſhould rather, according 


to the Apoſtle's Rule, Rejoyce with them 


that Rejoyce, and not Weep over them, 
fince all Tears are now wiped away from 
their Eyes. *Tis uſual in great tranſports 
of Joy for Tears to burſt out : and ſuch 


ſhould be our Tears over Thoſe, that by 
Living 
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Living well Learnt and Practisd to Dye 
IWell, to flow from Joy as well as Sorrow ; 
and our oy that they are in Heaven ſhould 
far exceed the Grief we ſhow for their leav- 
ing Earth. I have read of Parents, that, 
when their Sons have return d Conquerers 
from the Olympick Games, could not maſter 
their Reſentments, but have dyed with ex- 
ceflive Joy. Now, in a Chriſtian ſenſe, to 
have fought a good Fight, and with a Victo- 
r10us Faith to overcome the World, how 
much more conſiderable a Conqueſt is it, 
and how does it deſerve our molt concern'd 
Joys ? Thar in any Friend's caſe, that Dyes 
thus, it would b-come us to ſay what S.Tho- 
7145 did, when word was brought of La%a- 
rus his death, Come let us go, and Dye with 
bim. It was Kindly ſaid, and perhaps not 
Fondly neither. . For certainly the moſt 
; exquilite Felicities of. Life are not Compa- 
rable to the Advantage of a Holy Death. 
Let us then upon ſach Occaſions, (as we ule, 
when any Friend alters his Condition to the 
Better, to Wiſh him Foy ; ) Gratulate thoſe 
| that 
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that Dye thus in the Lord; not confider 
whar We have Loſt, but what they have 
Gain'd; and joyn with Them in finging 
Hallelnjabs,Praifing them.and Praifing God 
tor chem , and Praiſing God with them. 
Praiſe is a Cheariu] Exerciſe ; wherefore 
ler me Entreat, that thoſe Noble Friends 
and Relations, who have ahy Share in this

Firſt as to Principle; the Candour of 
Her Diſpoſition, the Sweetneſs of her Na- 
| ture, and the Evenneſs of her Temper , 
\ whereof throughout her whole Life ſhe 
gave Innumerable Demonſtrations. And 
certainly Good Nature (however ſome Ill- 
natur'd People, who would pals for the 
moſt {triQly Religious, may declaim againſt 
It and all Morality) is the beſt Seed-plot 
for Piety and all Vertue to thrive in; the 
Kindlieſt Soil for the Fruits of the. Spirit, 
Meekneſs, Foy, Patience, Gentleneſs, Long- 
ſuffering, Lowing kindneſs,&c. which were 
abundantly ſeen in all the Inſtances of her 
Converſation. 

Now becauſe much of This may ſeem to 
be ExtraGed from the Parents, and by Li- 
neal Deſcent to be derived from the Fa- 
mily ; (For Fortes creantur Fortibus, &» Bo= 
ni Bonis. Vertues and good Qualities 
likely ran ina Blood) I muſt ſfofar mention 

F Her 
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Her Pedigree, as to give the True Blazonry 
*of her Vertues. 

She was Eldeft Daughter to Flis Grace the 
Dike of: Newcaſtle, a Perſon of no leſs Ex 
cell:ncein His Merit and 1n His Nature.th 
he 1s1n his Title; One that has been the 
molt Illuſtrious Example in all the thyee 
Nations of an Acting and Suffering Loyalty. 
To him, beſides His other vaſt Deſerts, the 
World ow'd this Excellent Lady ; who be- 
ang powerfully inclin'd by Inſtin& and Du- 
ty, and Choice to be like Her Noble Fa- 
ther, did ſo Naturally Reſemble Him, and 
ſo AﬀeGtonately Imitate Him, that She re- 
preſented the lively CharaQers of his Soul 
as well as Feature. 

Nor muſt I omit her Pions Mother, a 
Lady of moſt Exemplary Charities, from 
whom She received the firſt Elements of her 
Vertuous Education; and Her Noble 
Grand-Mother, the Lady Ogle, whoſe Dar- 
ling ſhe was who, to this Lady FANE 
did in her life and at her death pive parti- 
cularTeſtimonies of an extraordinary Aﬀe- 
ction, 
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dion, which were often gratefully remem- 
bred and repeated by Her. 

From theſe Advantages of Birth, that 
Natural Piinciple of Goodneſs flow'd, which 
being Inlarged by the Moral acccllions of 
Noble Breeding , and Impregnated with 
Holy Exerciles, and the Influences of God's 
good Spit, ſtream'd into all the Faculties 
of her Soul ; by which ſhe became the Ab- 
ſolute Governeſs of Her own Mind. 

She had that Command of Her Paſſrons, 
that it might be queſtioned, whether ſhe had 
Any. Anger and She were fo utter Strang- 
| ers, that the very Expreflions of Diſlike 
from Her were Obliging. Greatneſs and 
Goodneſs of Mind kept her Soul always in 
an equal Poile, fo that ſhe could never 
fancy an Injury or an Ill meaning from any 
one, or be upon any Provocation Ex-ep= 
tious. She knew her felf fo Innocent and 
Good, that ſhe deſerv'd no Ill, and therefore 
ſuſpeged none; and withal She was of ſo 
Generous and Great a Spirit, that unkind- 
neſles, tf. intended,could not reach Her. So 
F 3 that 
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that as on the one hand no body (ſhe ba. 
liev'd ) would wrong Her, if they could ; 
ſo on the other, (ſhe reſold) they ſhould 
not, if they would. Her ſoft yielding Com- 
pliance back'd with Magnanimity was like 
 poliſh'd Marble,ſmooth and ſtrong. She was 
ſeated above the clouded Atmoſphere of 
Worldly Joys and Troubles, even while 
'ſhe was Here ; and had wrought Her ſelf to 
a perfeGt Indifference and Vnconcernedneſs in 
all things, but Her Service of God, and 
Kindneſs to her Friends. She had no Value 
for the World, nor Over-value for Her 
ſelf, who was one of the Beſt Parts of it. 
For as Her Worth had ſet Her Even with 
the Greateſt ; ſo Her Humility plac'd Her 
 familiarly with the Meaneſt : and yet this 
attended with ſo natural a Becomingneſs, 
that her very Humility exalted her , and 
her Condeſcenfions made her the more Ve- 
nerable and Highly Eſteemed. 

Where the Paſſzons are kept in this Aw 
and Order, the Superiour Faculties, being 
clear and undiſturb'd, muſt needs exerciſe 
| | all 
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al! their FunGtons aright. She took, when 
Young, ſpecial delight in her Father's Ex- 
cellent Compoſures. And ſhe hath left in 
. Writing a conſiderable Stock of Excellent 
ones of Her own, ever {pending the time 
- that beſt pleaſed Her with her Pen. Above 
all, Reading of good Diſcourſes and making 
of Pious Meditations were Her chief and 
daily Imployment : to which and to Her De- 
votions ſhe was ſo Conſtant, that, as ſhe hath 
fall'd ſome Volumes with the One 3 ſo for 
the Other, from her Youth to her late 
Death-bed ſhe fail'd not of Prayer ( as I am 
Informed) thrice a day 3 and if Morning or 
Noon hapned to be omitted, She would 
make amends at Night, and then to be ſure 
even that Account. Herein lay her ſolid 
. SatisfaRtion, in Converſing thus with God, 
that She lookt upon all Occaſions, that In- 
terrupted That, as Impertinent and Unea- 
fie ; andif She had any Quarrel to this Place, 
*twas this, the Multitude-of Formal Viſits, 
which ſhe could not avoid receiving from 
Londou andreturniog, that took off her time 
from 
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from theſe Spiritual Exerciſes. 
This as to her Pranciple. * 


Then as to the Emanations of It to "4 
Eye and Obſervation of the World, for we 
have as yet been but 1n the Cloſet. 

In her Maiden-ſtate ; Of her Infant-years, 


| which were ſpent at Welbeck, (a place that 
| bearsthe Proportion and Reſemblance of a 


Court) under the Tuition of her Father and 
Mother, we have already ſpoken. We ſhall 
now treat of her more Adult Vertues. 

What Courage and Loyalty, as the right 


| Daughter of a General, as the Valiant Wo- — 


man here ſpoken of, did ſhe ſhew, in keeping | 
the Garriſon'd Houſe of her Father, where- 
ſhe was left with One of her Noble Siſters, as 
a Sharer, in her Vertues and the Misfortunes 
of Ill crimes ( the Other being before that 
Time Happily beſtow'd) amongſ the Hor- 
rid Circumſtances of War, till taken by the 

Enemy, and there made their Priſoners ? 
W hat Gallantry of Charity at the Re- 
taking it by the King's Forces, when She 
| became 
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became Petitioner to ſave her Jaylor's life, 
whote Treatments, though not Barbarous, 
yet had been much ſhort of ſuch Civilittes, 
as to Perſons of their Age, Tenderneſs, and 
Quality were due ? 

W hat Patience and Magnanimity 1n all 
the Diſaſters of Her Loyal Family ; Her 
Meother's Death, the Loſs of my Lord's Ar- 
my, his leaving England, His and her Bro- 
thers Baniſhment after and Proſcription , 
and the Seizure- of all their Fortunes, be- 
ſides Her own Perſonal Sufferings and Un- 
ſettlements ? 

What Duty and Piety, when after the 
Fifths were procur'd, She was inabled to - 
become Sollicitor for her Father and Bro- 
thers, when Loyalty was ſo Criminal, that 
nothing leſs would ſerve then to Except 
them from Life : when with all Her early 
Diligences, and Attendances, and Petition- 
ings, how humbly and cloſely ſoever proſe- 
.. cuted, She could not prevail for Her Fa-j 
ther ; Her Brothers only with much difhi- 
culty had Pardon for Lite ? And then when 
things: 
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things were grown to that Extremity, that 
All that could be had from an Enemy was 
roo ſcant a Support for Her Baniſht Father. 
CI have it from an Excellent Hand, that 
with great Obligingneſs gives this Account 
in Print ) She converted Her own Pecul;unt 
of Jewels and Plate (which her Father and 
Grand-Mother had given Her) into Mo» 
nies, and ſent it over a Token of Aﬀecio- 
nate Duty. 

Nor ſtopt Her Duty here, but She con- 
tinued it together with her Obedzence to her 
| Married ſtate : having reſolv'd without his 
Leave and Conſent not to change her Con- 
dition ; nor fo neither, without a Liberty 
from her Intended Husband, out of thar 
Fortune, Her Fathers Nobleneſs had de- 
fign'd Her, to make him a conſiderable 
Preſent (foI find it Nobly Acknowledg'd 
by the ſame Excellent Authore(s) of which 
His Grace (I underſtand) ſoon after his 
Reſtauration noleſs obligingly with greateſt 
Kindneſs of all generous and indearing Ex- 
preſſions Ordered a liberal Return.

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And then with what Condeſcending 
Prudence and Tudicious Moderation did She 
make her Choice, when having through 
the Iniquity of the Times obſery'd the 
 P-folation made in the Greateſt Families, 
and the little Choice then amongſt thoſe 
Few left of the Higher Nobility, (for She 
reſolved to match with no Family, which 
had i!l-treated her King and Father, how 
advantageous ſoever) She ſuicing her

Nor after the Fits, at the re- 
turn of Spirits, {ſufficient to give Her lt- 
berty of Speech, did She ever (excc pt two 
of her four laſt days) complain of Paz, 
which was then violent in her Head, but 
even then and at al] other times of her Sick- 
neſs, while She had Speech, She uſed it 
moſt in D:wotion,andin many gentle chear- 
ful and obliging Fxpreſtions to her Hus- 
band, Children, DoSors, and other her 
mournfu] Afſtants 

Particularly in the Three weeks Irter- 
| wal, She had, when there were, very good 
hopes of her Recovery, She uſed oleen ro 
ſay, - That thoneh ſhe reſigned up Her felf 
wholly to the wiſe diſpoſal of a good Got, yet 
She being in expeCation of being call” F a- 
way in ber firſt Fits, look'd upon ber Reco- 
 wery as a gracious kind of Diſaeppotntment 
| (they were Her own Words) by God Al- 


mighty This She did (She ſaid) not ont - 
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of Diſcontent at her Sickneſs, which ſbe 
thankfully acknorledged tolerable Eafie, bat 
( as baving conquered this World, and being 
mow in her Paſſage to a Better ) out of her 
intuition of a glorious Crown, that, She 
iruſted, awaited her in Heawen. 

Now, now, was the Time, when all the 
Powers of Her Soul, all Her Vertues and 
Graces were Summon'd together, with uni- | 
. ted force to make up the Complin of her 
Dewotions ; wherein ſhe Profeſs'd, to the 
Equal Comfort and Grief of Thoſe that 
heard Her, her Confidence in God, her patient 
 Submiſſzon to Him, her Holy Reſegnation, 
her Indifference to Life, and her Prepared- 
neſs to Dye. Of which, amongſt many 
others, there were two Remarkable 1z- 

ances. Oneto a Reverend Father of our 
Church, whom ſhe told with great Uncon- 
cernednels,. as he was diſcourfing piouſly 
to Her, That ſhe was not afraid to Dye ; 
not that ſhe bad or feard any Trouble or 
Diſcontent here, but that ſhe might [njoy the 
Bleſſings of that Better World.

great Affliction of All about Her, and that,
